The Worcester A gis gives the following brief obit- 
wary of the Hon. ENocuw Linco tn, late Governor of 
this State. 


“He was the fourth son of the late Levi Lincoln, 
Lieut. Governor of this State, and was born in this town 
on the 28th of December, 1788. He was of the grad- 
uating class in Harvard University, of 1807. He stud- 
ied law in this town. He opened an otice first im Ba- 
lem, and after remaining there a short tinve, returned 
to this town and commenced practice here. He con- 
tinued in this place but a few months, when, in 1812, 
he established himself in the business of bis profession 
at Fryeburg, in the then District of Mainé. From 
that place he removed to Paris, a neighboring town, a 
few years afterwards. He was engaged while here in 
extensive practice in his profession and enjoyed a high 
reputation as an adroit and profound lawyer. 

He enjoyed the confidence and esteem of his fellow 
citizens to an unusual extent, and at an early age was 
elected a member of Congress and returned several 
times successivély without opposition. While a mein- 
ber of Congress, in 1826, he was nominated by all par- 
ties and elected Governor of the State. ‘This is the 
third yéar of his holdittg that responsible office to which 
he was elected, cach time, with great unanimity by the
